Sales Tax Repeal 
Means Tax Strike; 
Closing Of Schools

an a riNult of the natefi tax. They 
are merely yayiny the .same taxes 
directly and knowinyly, which 
they formerly paid itulircelly aiul 
iinknineinyly. 

To weigh the advantages of the 
.sales tax against its disadvan¬ 
tages, it is nece.s.sary to consider 
the program of which it is a 
part the so-called Riley-Stewart 
lax relief plan which, as Propo¬ 
sition Number 1, was adopted by 
the voters of California at the 
special election last June. 

The objective of the Riley- 
Stewart plan, of which I am a 
co-sponsor with State Controller 
Ray L. Riley, was to relieve 
common property in California of 
an exorbitant and crushing tax 
load which had re.sulted in a 
rapidly mounting list of tax dtv- 
linquencies, and which threateneii 
to bring about a State-wide tax 
.^trike that wouki have disrupted 
business and crippled government. 

One of the important provisions 
of the Riley-Stewart plan was 
substantial relief to California 
property owners farmers, home 
owners and business men 
through the transfer of $3S,0(KJ,- 
OUO in annual school costs from 
local govemment to the State. 
Dui'don i.s Shifted 

There could be no challenge of 
the fact that the property own¬ 
er was entitled to this relief 
and had been entitled to it for 
many years. Before the Riley 
.Stewart plan was adopted, com 
mon property, with an ability to 
earn le.ss than 2.8 per cent of the 
State’s income, w.as paying 7.’) 
per cent of the tax bill. Many 
home’ owners and farmers had 
lost their pro{»-r!y through the 
tax-confiscation; hundreds of 
business men luui gone to the 
wall, unable to carry a tax load 
which was entirely out of pro 
portion to their earning capacity.
